to increase. My own belief is that 
we shall be asked most urgently 
to conserve more food during the 
next few months. 

We can all of us help by grow- 
ing larger vegetable gardens than 
usual, for by consuming more veg- 
etables we can release more pre- 
cious wheats and meats for ship-! 
ment overseas to hungry people. 

City people are already planning 
to put in larger vegetables gardens 
than usual. Farmers, of course, can 
clo this with much less effort. 

When I was farming I used to 
grow my vegetables in long singl@ 
rows on summerfallow, spacing the 
rows far enough apart to take a 
harrow or a cultivator. Then I used 
to drive an implement between the 
rows now and again while going 
to the fields to work. This reduces 
the work of hand hoeing, at least 
between the rows.

National campaigns against chro- 
nic rheumatic diseases have been | 
under way for some time in Great 
Britain and in the United States. 

The first known fund in Canada 
for the purpose of a campaign 
against arthritis has been formed | 
by the patients in the Banff Min-! 
cral Springs Hospital. 

These public spirited Canadians! 
many of them sufferers from ar-:| 
thritis, have started this fund as a 
nucleus of the Canadian effort to | 
stem the ravages of this crippling} 
cisease, 

Up to date the sum of $93 has) 
been donated by the patients vol-| 


| untarily and this money has been 


deposited in the Imperial Bank of | 
Canada, Banff, in trust. 
Literature in the campaign a- 
gainst arthritis has been emanating | 
from Banff, Alberta, for the past | 
six years and from Nanaimo, B. C., | 
for the past two years financed vol- 
untarily by individuals. 


In Great Britain the Empire, 
Rheumatism Council was formed 
some four years ago and immed- 


iately acquired the interest of med- 
ical men, industrialists and welfare 
workers, Great strides have been 
made in research work on the cause 
and prevention of the various forms 
of the disease. 

The Empire Rheumatism Council 
has secured the active co-operation 
of the educational authorities, for 
it has been found that in London, 
England, absence from school due 
to rheumatic diseases amounted to 
27 per cent. At the same time it 
was found that absenteeism from | 
tuberculosis (the next highest) was 
6.8 per cent. 

It was also discovered that in 
many instances children who suf- 
fered from rheumatism, in later 
life suffered from heart conditions 
as a result of this early rheumatic 
disease, 

In London today there is a sys- 
tematic check-up of all schools and 
treatment along with preventative 
care is given as part of the nation- 
al health service to combat this 
disease. 

The British people, particularily 
the industrialists, realize the enor- 
mous economic loss to the nations 
due to the crippling results of 
rheumatic trouble. 

In the U.S. the drive to stem the 
ravages of arthritis has taken 
practical form and the National 
Arthritis Research Foundation has 
come into being with President 
Truman honorary chairman. 

As the initial effort, the Founda- 
tion is out to raise the sum of two 
and a half million dollars for re- 
search work and to establish a clin- 
ic at Hot Springs National Park, 
Arkansas. 

The chairman of this campaign 
committee, Louis Kranitz, St. Lou- 
is, Mo., stated that the Foundation 
was formed as a national and in- 
dependent centre for studying the 
causes and treatment of rheumatic 
diseases 

In Canada little public 
has been made on the prevention 
of arthritis and other rheumatic 
diseases, The Canadian Rheumatic 
Disease Association was formed in 
1936 and was active until the war! 
began but since then, like every 
other organization, has found it im- 
possible to do very much. Recently, 
in Canada, interest has been arous- 
ed, and the association is planning 
a campaign for funds either by gov- 
through private 
subscription, to further the re- 
search work as to the cause and 
prevention of arthritis, 

It is estimated there are 600,000 | 
rheumatism in 
Canada and no beds available for 
them. At the present time there 
are no funds available for re- 
search and no government money 
set aside for treatment and diag- 
nosis, Arthritis and chronic rheum- 
autism are not even mentioned in 
the draft of the proposed new Fea- 
cral Health Bill
